5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
suggestion or teaching in the art of record to provide a method or a semiconductor 
memory device having a circuit for converting an input external block into internal block 
address by reversing an address bit corresponding to dissidence of each address bit 
between a defective block address and redundant block address among address bits of 
the inputted external block address; and each memory block being selected base on the 
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internal block address, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as recited 
in the independent claims 1 and 10.
